Huge housing development for Nottington Lane area 


PEOPLE poured in to 
view proposals for 340 
new homes in Wey¬ 
mouth when they went 
on display at a public 
consultation event in 
Redlands community 
sports hub. 

Developers CG Fry & 
Son plan to submit an 
application to Wey¬ 
mouth planners in Jan¬ 
uary 2015 for outline 
permission for the 
scheme including ac¬ 
cess, landscaping and 
public open space on 
land south of Notting¬ 
ton Lane and west of 
Dorchester Road. 

But the application 
will only seek to estab¬ 
lish the principle of de¬ 
velopment and access 
not detailed matters 
such as architecture 
and design. 

Key issues have been 
identified as traffic to 
and from the site along 
local roads, controlling 
surface water run-off 
and flooding, wildlife, 
trees, ecological and ar¬ 
chaeological interests 
and landscape impact. 

Among early visitors 
viewing the plans was 
Dorchester Road resi¬ 


dent Alison Bendall 
who said: “It worries 
me because any devel¬ 
opment at the moment 
just seems to be too 
big. I accept that new 
housing is needed, but 
why do it on such a 
massive scale? 

“I am also worried 
about the available of 
infrastructure such as 
schools, doctors and 
shops.” 

CG Fry is proposing 
three sections for the 
site to create “charac¬ 
ter” areas. 

The first is the Upper 
Wey Valley to the north 
and east which will 
have a new access cre¬ 
ated to Nottington Lane 
where there will be a 
‘green’ approach to 
maintain the character 
of rural lanes with de¬ 
velopment set back to 
front established 
hedgerows. The route 
through the site will 
adopt a ‘street-based’ 
character drawing from 
Wey Valley villages 
while new buildings 
will step back and 
forth. 

The second section, 
Hardy View to the 



south, will see the new 
street rise up the slope 
from the north to open 
into a focal space set on 
higher ground. The 
route and space will be 
enclosed by new homes 
which will have views 
to the surrounding 
countryside. There will 
also be a network of in¬ 
formal lanes in the area. 

The third section, Not¬ 
tington Park to the west, 
will have public park¬ 
land space forming a 
central feature of the 
development where a 
network of routes will 
connect the park with 
new and existing com¬ 
munities and link be¬ 
yond to the countryside. 
There will be a formal 
edge to the park created 
by rows of homes. 

The main access to the 
proposed development 
will be from Nottington 
Lane with a secondary 
access from Dorchester 
Road. 

If all goes well then an 
application for outline 
planning permission 
will be submitted in 
January 2015 which

could be granted by granted, work 


August 2015. 

In November 2015 
there could be further 
public consultation on 
the first phase of the de¬ 
velopment, possible for 
100 homes, with Janu¬ 
ary 2016 seeing CG Fry 
put in an application for 
full planning permis¬ 
sion for the scheme. 

This could be decided 
by April 2016 and, if 
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could 

start in October 2016 
with the overall site 
completed by 2023. 

Among those viewing 
the plans was former 
Borough Engineer John 
Sherlock who said: 
“There is a requirement 
for housing which must 
be met locally, but this 
is a large development 
which will need careful 
consideration by Wey¬ 
mouth planners.” 

CG Fry land and 
planning director David 
Lohfink said: “I think it 
is a great site, I really 
do. We are very excited 
about it. 

“Our choice of about 
340 homes for the site 
mirrors Weymouth and 
Portland council’s as¬ 


sessment of the number 
of homes which might 
be supported there. 

“This area would not 
have been considered 
for housing if it didn’t 
have adequate infra¬ 
structure in place and 
we are happy that new 
homes will be ade¬ 
quately served while 
we as developers will 
be making a cash con¬ 
tribution towards edu¬ 
cation and sport 
recreation facilities.”

JOHN Everett was one of the few 
official war artists of the First 
World War. He worked for the 
Ministry of Information on paint¬ 
ings connected with seaborne 
commerce, using his experience 
as a deep-water sailor to give his 
work a sense of unqualified real¬ 
ism.

Great Things Come In Small Packages 


THE latest generation of Volkswagen's Polo 
GTI made its debut at the Paris Motor Show 
in October and is now available to order from 
Retailers across the UK, with first customer 
deliveries due in March 2015. It will cost 
£18,850 RRP OTR for the three door manual 
with a £630 premium for five doors and 
£1,245 for the DSG gearbox. 

The new Polo GTI is powered by a 1.8-litre 
(1,798 cc) turbocharged petrol engine deliv¬ 
ering 192 PS between 4,200 and 6,200 rpm 
(5,400-6,200 DSG), marking an increase of 12 
PS over the outgoing model. And unlike the 
previous Polo GTI, this latest generation is 
available with a choice of six-speed manual 
or seven-speed DSG automatic gearbox. 

With a manual gearbox, the Polo has a max¬ 
imum torque of 320 Nm (236 lbs ft) available 
between 1,450 and 4,200 rpm. For the DSG 
these figures are 250 Nm (184 lbs ft) between 
1,250 and 5,300 rpm due to technical differ¬ 
ences in the design parameters of the gear¬ 
boxes. 

The Polo GTI lives up to its performance 
badge, reaching 62 mph from standstill in 6.7 
seconds and has a top speed of 146 mph. But 
the Polo GTI's power does not come at the ex¬ 
pense of efficiency, with a combined fuel con¬ 
sumption figure of 50.4 mpg and 
corresponding carbon dioxide emissions of 
129 g/km for the DSG (47.1 mpg and 139 
g/km for the manual). 

The Polo GTI follows the design cues of its 
'big brother', the Golf GTI. Compared with the 
standard Polo, new bumpers, GTI insignia, dis¬ 
tinctive 17-inch 'Parabolica' alloy wheels and 
red radiator grille strips and honeycomb grille 


distinguish it from the rest of the range, along 
with standard sports suspension (lowered by 
10 mm at the front and 15 mm at the back). 

At the front, LED lights are standard for the 
first time, while at the rear a GTI roof spoiler, 
taillight clusters in Dark Red, the black 
grained diffuser and chrome dual exhaust 
pipes continue the sporty theme. 

On the inside, the Polo GTI features a leather 
sports steering wheel with logo and red 
stitching harking back to the Golf GTI, as do 
the gear and handbrake levers and floor mats 
with red beading. The check design 'Clark' 
cloth seats with black bolsters have been a 
GTI emblem since the first GTI in 1976. 

The Polo GTI has ESC Sport (electronic sta¬ 


bility control). Like on the Golf GTI this en¬ 
ables the ESC to be adapted for use on a track. 
It works in two stages: first the traction con¬ 
trol is switched off, then ESC Sport is activated 
which raises the ESC threshold and delays in¬ 
tervention (without ESC being completely de¬ 
activated). XDS+ is also standard: another 
Golf GTI 'import', XDS compensates for the un¬ 
dersteer which is typical of front-wheel drive 
cars, meaning driving characteristics are more 
precise and neutral. 

Available as an option on the new Polo GTI 
is a Sport Performance Pack with Dynamic 
Chassis Control which offers sportier steering, 
accelerator response and engine noise inside 
the car.
